would not only welcome a perpetua 
peace treaty with Japan but would do 
everything possible to 
bring abou 


such an understanding without delay 
If the Geneva conference results in a 


1 treaty which shall m effect outlaw war 


between the United States and Japan 
there is no doubt that the governmeni 
here will regard it as of much, if no! 
more importance than the limitation of 
armament. 


The important thins is that the 


countries m conference are beginning 
to take up seriously the suggestion ex- 
plicitly put forward by Foreign Minis- 
ter Briand of France, with reference 
to a permanent treaty between the 
United States and.France. His sug- 
gestion was not new as the movement 
to outlaw war has had staunch sup- 
porters in the United States for several 
years, but since it was proposed b> 
France and there is likelihood of its 
being accepted by America, the initia- 
tive that has been taken by M. Briand, 
may be said to have excited an influ- 
ence on other countries, too. 


TO SATISFY JAPANESE 


The spirit of Locarno, 
which 


many observers thought was only tem- 
porary now has been deevloped to an 
even more practical 
extent by .the 


suggested new treaties. There is s 
other reason for the proposal 
that 


Japan and the United States enter in- 
to a perpetual treaty of peace. It is 
that the sea 
power of the 
United 


States is to bo maintained at a higher 
strength'than that of Japan. To satis- 
fy her own people with an inferior fig- 
ure in tonnage. Japan would like to 
show the futility of large armament 
since her only potential souice of con- 
flict is the United States. Similarly, so 
far as America is concerned, the naval 
experts have been thinking more about 
possible use of the navy in the Pacific 
than the Atlantic. A treaty of perpet- 
ual peace -would make it difficult for 
either country to resort to war. when 
the treaty would 
in 
itself 
provide 


peaceful means of settlement. 
The 


treaty therefore, is a sort of iclf-im- 
poscd barrier to prevent governments 
from feeling obligated to satisfy the 
passions ot their people in critical situ- 
ations where popular anger has been 
aroused. 
It is interesting to note that Japan 


and the United States never sign,*! 
one of 'the famous Bryan treaties 
which required nine months of cooling 
oft before a country could go to war. 
Japan had accepted the idea in prin- 
ciple but the treaty was never negoti- 
ated. The same thought was embodied 
in the covenant of the- league of na- 


' tions so that Japan is stopped from 


war with any member of the league 
and must wait nine month: to have 
ihe issues examined. But the United 
States did not Join the league of na- 
tion's. 
The movement therefore, to put 


some of the principles of the leacue in- 
to separate treaties, which shall have 
the same objective of outlawing war is?

He makes the change in a 
statement outlining his platform on

and external with which the country 
must deal. 


General Obregon, emphasizing the 


distinction between what he referred 
to as "honest" American capital and 
the capital ot Wall Strret which he 
said sought "to promote crises and 
conflicts in and with Mexico," pledged 
himself to facilitate investments 
in 


Mexico by all honest American capital 
willing to help in developing the coun- 
try. 
He warned, 
however, that he 


would not countenance investments 
by "imperialistic Wall Street cap! 
tal." 


As for th« religious question, ob 


serves see a clear indication that 
if 


General Obregon ^omes into power he 
will not deviate from the stand of 
President Calles. It is contended by 
these observers that Obregon's ,de- 
niand that the clergy absolutely res-

London—John L. Baird. the brilliant 


young Scot who has Invented a lolcvls 
Ion apparatus, will come to New York 
soon for tho purpose of showing that 
television is just as practicable across 
tho Atlantic ocean as Is wireless tele- 
phony and other discoveries which will 
liavo peiHiaps even greater value. 


Baird, for instance, with his televis- 


ion machine, &aw that it was neces- 
sary to place the sitter in the midst 
of vcryTJOworful lights which were 
bad for the eyes, lie th'cn started >to 


/ work trying to see what could bo done 


with the "invisible light rays," partic- 
ularly th'oso known as the infra-red 
rays. 


"I now place a person in a room 


in pitch darkness." he says. "I play 
'invisible light' rays upon his face. He 
sees nothing. The blackness remains 
blackness. But in another room, by 
means of the television. I project his 
features on ;i &crcen, complete in de- 
tail and with even gradation of light 
and shade. 


Do you see what that means to na- 


tions in war time? Suppose an air- 
piano were creeping up in the dark? 
Or an enemy regiment stealing forth 
to attack trenches under the cover of 
the night? ".Ve project invisible light 
rays upon the enemy, who is not 
auare that he is discovered.-But there 
on a"screen in our liner, would be the 
complete picture of his movements. 


"From that I have perfected Avh.it 


I call a noctovisor. By means of this 
it is possible for steamships and air- 
craft to combat their present deadliest 
enemy—fog. It is possible to project 
the rays through fog 1C times farther 
than ordinary lights will do it. A ship 
at sea in a fog, therefore, can sec a 
considerable distance ahead, picking 
"up other ships or lighthouses or reefs. 


"This summer we are going to fit 


the steamship Perth of the Dundee 
Perth and London line with a noctov- 


^ isor. Experiments will then be made 
^ under actual working conditions at 


sea. If the apparatus docs all that 
I hope and believe it will do, it will 
hereafter be as indispensable to ships 
as the Marconi wireless is at present. 
It will have use in wartime, too, for it 
will make the present very effective 
smoke screen laid down by war ves- 
sels of little use. With the noctovisor 
•we will penetrate the screen and set 
the ships back of it." 


Baird recently gave a laboratory de- 


monstration of the noctovisor. A ven- 
triloquist's dummy was set up in a 
loom which was Tilled with the tl»ick 
fumes of ammonium chloride. 
The 


invisible 
light rays, however, pene- 


trated the fog and in an adjoining 
'•ooni on the screen 
the noctovisor 


clearing projected the image of the 
dummy.

DON'T 
WANT 


COMMUNISM 


The conservative wing- of the national- 


ist 
movement, which is in control of 


most of the southern provinces, has defi- 
nitely decided to rid China of soviet emis- 
saries and communism. Feng Yu-hsiang, 
known as the "Christian'general." who 
has just returned to the political arena in 
behalf of the nationalists, and with the 
approval of General Chiang Kai-shek, 
commander of the nationalist military 
forces of the Nanking government, has 
sent an ultimatum to the radical Hankow 
government demanding the return tc 
Russia of Michael Borodin, the chief dis- 
ciple of communism in-China, and the ex- 
: pulsion of members of the government af- 
flicted with communism. 


The ultimatum declares it to be the 


. purpose of the nationalists to rid the 
Kuomintang, the democratic movement 
' initiated by Dr. Sun Yat-sen, of commu- 
•'nistic taint, and declares in effect that 
bolshevik principles are utterly subver- 
sive of both the Kuomintang and a free 


• China. 
It says that already where com- 


• munism has gained a foothold it is con- 
; fiscating the pi~perty of the producers, 
'both agricultural and ^industrial, and is 
' even seizing the property of the soldiers 
\vho are fighting at the front. 
-:" This is equivalent to a declaration of 


•war on Russian propaganda in 
China 


'and is a complete repulse of the efforts of 
that nation to gain a place in China. 
It has been forecast, for months, ever 
jsince differences commenced to arise be- 
tween the 
leaders of the Cantonese 


. forces over political policies. 
With 


Chang-Tso-lin. at the head of the north- 
ern government, also bitterly arrayed 
against communism, this would seem to 
be a vital blow at its further progress in 
that country, at least for sometime to 
come. 
The Hankow government will 


probably resist the demands of the south- 
erners but this should only serve to in- 
tensify their determination to get rid of 
all Russian influence and to unite China 
on the true principles of the Kuomintang 
or people's party. 


China has been the one great hope of 


the soviet as an outlet for communism. 
At the beginning of the revolution'it was 
a peculiarly inviting and fertile territory 
for its doctrines. Repulsed in ail other 
directions, and commercially as well as 
politically restricted. Russia looked to 
the Far cast, in its close connection with 
Siberia, as the hope of the future. 
The 


prompt acceptance by the Chinese nation- 
alists of Russia's military cooperation 
and instruction afforded a golden opening 
for boring from within. All went well un- 
til the growth of the nationalist move- 
ment became irresistible and the unifica- 
tion oi China appeared probable.' It» lead- 
ers and generals who arc true Chinese 
patriots soon disco\ercd the purposes of 
their Russian allies and the meaning of 
communism. They then determined to. 
throw it off. Indications arc that they arc 
about to succeed. If they do the fate of 
c<"»inniuni*m in (if>ih Haropc r.nd 
Asia

Under these circumstances it is easy to

little cause for pessimism as to Germany's 
commercial future. 
That the balance is, 


for the moment, adverse, is unfortunate, 
but it cannot long continue so. 


STORING FIREWORKS 


An appeal to New York city parents to 


aid the authorities in maintaining a "safe 
and sane'"' Fourth of July by refusing 
money to children with which to buy 
fireworks has been issued by the 
city's 


fire commissioner. He said that bootleg- 
ging in fireworks and their criminal stor- 
age in the cellars of houses containing 
several families had been disclosed by in- 
spectors of the fire department and that 
seizures aggregating 
several thousand 


dollars' worth of contraband fireworks 
had already been destroyed. 


It is said there are for sale in and 


about Appleton fireworks and explosives 
of a type forbidden by law. and which 
are dangerous to those who use them as 
well as to the public. 
These vendors 


should be found out, arrested and heavily 
fined. We should keep contraband fire- 
works out of the community and state 
entirely. 


Last year in the city of New York 


alone eighty children were seriously in- 
jured by fireworks. In every large city 
in the land the Fourth of July takes a 
serious toll of human life and limit, and is 
the cause of many persons, mostly chil- 
dren, being maimed for life. 


More and more in our present scheme 


cf civiii^a-ion we are becoming convinced 
that fireworks on the Fourth of July 
have no place, as far as private celebrat- 
ors go. If the municipality itself wishes 
to stage fireworks exhibits, after a time 
honored custom, that is all right and pro- 
vides entertainment and satisfaction for 
those who must have loud noise and col- 
ored fire on the national holiday. 


But we should cut down to nothing the 


roster of dead and injured. It should not 
be an impossible-task to almost entirely 
eliminate it. After all, things like that are 
a matter of custom and if we can only 
establish the custom of harmless Fourth 
of July celebrations then we shall have 
gone a long distance toward making the 
Fourth sane. 
The manner in which ex- 


plosives are used to-day by individuals on 
and immediately before the Fourth is an 
absurdity, without real meaning, and a 
reflection on our intelligence.

MODERN MANAGEMENT OF BROKEN HONES 


As a common Illustration, let us take a case of 


Colic's fracture and sec how It Is managed by so 
surgeons today. 


Colic's fracture Is a broken radius. That is the 


main bone of the forearm near the wrist joint. Tin.- 
bone is apt to be broken when one falls on the 
palms, or when an automobile crank kicks back and 
catches the careless crankcr's thumb (which should 
always be on the same side of the crank handle 
with the fingers, as a precaution against this acci- 
dent). 


The more promptly the displacement is corrected 


(reduced) following the fracture, the better. 
15ut 


only the doctor should attempt .to reduce a fracture. 
Unless there is ,some impediment, the skillful physi- 
cian nowadays gives the patient a little anesthetic 
and reduces the fracture painlessly and perfectly 
without giving pain. Morovcr. if there is access to 
X-ray equipment, the doctor nowadays prefers 1o 
examine tho fracture after reduction, as well as for 
diagnostic purposes In the first place, to determine 
that the displaced fragments have been put in per- 
fect alignment and that the appliance or dressing is 
well suited to retain the fragments in correct po- 
sition. 


For the ideal dressing, a moulded plaster of Paris 


splint is now generally preferred to wo.od or metal 
or composition rcadymadc splints. 
This 
mo'ilded 


splint gives the patient the greatest comfort, be- 
cause it is a perfect fit. It gives the fracture the 
best support for the same reason. Of course a soft 
padding is used between the splint and the skin. 


Nowadays no well trained doctor "binds" splints 


on with tight bandaces or by pressure otherwise 
maintained. On the contrary, one of the. tests of a 
skillful surgeon is that he employs bandage or other 
retentive means merely to keep the splint in place, 
and therefore the bandage or straps or adhesive 
plaster 
never cause pain or discomfort by their 


tightness. The old timers seemed to think they had 
to use pressure to keep the fracture reduced. They 
were quite wrong, and often their zeal in that di- 
rection actually retarded healing and prolonged 01- 
prevented good recovery. 


The modern doctor usually wishes to see the pa- 


tient about 24 hours after first reduction, when the 
splint or cast is removed, the hand srently massaged 
and the fingers gently manipulated, then the splint 
replaced. This is 'repeated daily, with gradually in- 
creasing ma&sage and passive movements of the 
fingers and thumb. About the fourth day the splint 
or cast is cut down to cover only a few inches at 
the wrist, and the patient is instructed to use his 
fingers as much as possible. Often electric treat- 
ment or diathermy is given with the massage at 
this time. The splint is finally removed at the end 
of ten days, or sometimes earlier, and only a band- 
age or adhesive plaster strapping1 about the wrist 
is kept on for support—chiefly moral support, from 
this time on. By this method most patients are dis- 
charged completely cured in three or four weeks, 
and are ready to put the injured arm to any ac- 
customed use. 


Much of the prolonged or permanent disability 


that followed 
such fractures under the old time 


method of treatment was due to the error of keep- 
ing the fracture "bound up" in splints for weeks 
without any attempt to preserve function.

To Save Charlie's Collie 


I am a boy 12 years old and own a beautiful col- 


lie dog, but the'fleas are running away with him 
and mother says he must go. and I thought maybe 
you could advise something for him. (Charles C.) 


Answer—And it would be too bad to lose your 


dog iust because a few fleas haunt him. Charlie. I 
know how sorry we should be to lose our scamp. 
When he accumulates a collection of fleas I give him 
a creolin bath—use about two tablespoonfuls of 
creolin in the tub of -water you wash the dog in. 
It will mis with soap all right Rinse it away well 
with clear water after the bath. Use the creolin 
every time you wash the dog. Keep the dog from 
contact with other doss, cats or other animals that 
may give him more fleas. Also clean out his bed 
or sleeping place, for the fleas may hide in there 
while Pal is in his bath. If this doesn't do the trick. 
I am sure a good veterinary surgeon would tell you 
a better plan.

he fact that Lawrence's Arab army 
fights all over the 
historic ground. 


Lawrence to all intents 
and pur- 


poses because an Arab himself during 
;he two years that he led the revolt. 
He dressed like an Arab, ate like onft, 
ihought like one. For the time he had 
a Mecca consciousness, not a Bible 
consciousness. That largely was the 
secret of his success. 


This lack of a Bible consciousness 


gives a hint of how the world looks 
to the people Lawrence led in the re- 
volt. To them Jerusalem was not the 
city of David, the spiritual capital of 
the world. They did not give Jerusal 
em a thought. Their minds were fix- 
ed on Damascus. AH the historic plac- 
es of Bible land were merely towns on 
the map to them, towns that had had 
a certain amount of history of which 
they knew much in a legendary sort 
of way. That was all. 


For us Bible consciousness colors 


all hiitory and all literature and all 
thought. Only occasionally, as when 
reading "Revolt in the Desert." dowc 
liecomo conscious, by contrast of this 
dominating influence.

NEED SUPERVISION 


The patients need supervision 
in 


their studies, he said, they need push- 
ing and encouragement then as they 
do in taking their "physical cures." 
It would be well that the santorium 
directors see that the work is in dur- 
ing their supervision. Correspondence 
courses can be carried on by only a 
few patients at a sanatorium. If they 
start too soon, often their nerves give 
out. The patient must be pretty well 
along toward a cure before the cours- 
es can be started, except in haphazard 
way which-will serve as preparatory 
work. 


The public should be educated not 


to think the ex-patient is a menace to 
follow workers, he urged.
